which the government has made available for service men, 

one’s ideas of the results are likely to be rather hazy. But 

they do get results. Not long ago the Veterans’ bureau 
made a survey that is a study of the cases of 100 rehabilitated voca- 
tional students, ex-service men who had been wounded and trained 
for work of various kinds through the schools provided by the 
bureau. These schools make it possible for the veterans to take up 
any of a number of vocations. 

The average education of these men before the war was just a 
little above that of an eighth grade pupil. Their average age was 
28 years and 4 months. They were earning before the war just a 
little over $1,000 a year, to be exact, $1,057.47. Today after their 
training they are earning $1,399.58. Now besides this income these 
men had money from the government in the form of compensation 
amounting to an average of $807.71 a year. These figures show 
that the income of these men from their salary, made possible by 
the training given, plus their compensation, $1,076.29, which is 
$648.82 a year more than they were making before the war. 

Today, 48 of these 100 men have a bank account, 14 own their 
own homes, 23 own automobiles, 24 have government insurance ond 
35 have other kinds of insurance. The average amount of govern- 
ment insurance owned by these veterans is $5,708.33 and the aver- 
age of other insurance is $2,582.28. 

Some of these individual cases examined in this survey are 
interesting. There was one veteran whose disability consisted of a 
gunshot wound. ‘Today, through this schooling, he is a surgeon 
earning $4,000 a year. Another was trained as a plumber and 
today he is earning $2,500 a year. 

One veteran was a preacher before the war. He was trained 
as a chiropractor and is now earning $4,000 a year. Then think of 
the fellow who before he went to the war was a farm hand. Today, 
thanks to Uncle Sam’s training, he is an automobile mechanic mak- 
ing about $1,800 a year. Another was a printer before he went 
into service. He trained to be a linotype operator and he is now 
earning $2,320 a year. All of these cases are typical, and show 
what has been done to try_to put these men back on their feet so 
they can help themselves. “One of the striking features is that the 
average number of months in which these men were trained was 17. 
Out of the 100, no less than 25 now own their own business.—San 
Bernardino Sun.

Doubts About Pharoah 


T LEAST three Egyptologists have now expressed lack of 

A confidence in the importance of the discoveries made at 
Luxor, Egypt. Two of them even doubt that Tut-Ankh- 
Amen was buried there. 

Professor Thomas Eric Peet of the University of Liverpool is 
one of those who think the excavations have not revealed the royal 
tomb. George Rene, French Egyptologist, believes that the Teal 
tomb was discovered in 1912 by Theodore M. Davis, an American. 
M. Rene considers the tomb at Luxor not a tomb at all but merely 
a hiding place. by ui | 

The third authority, rofessor Schiapparelli, director of the 
igyptian museum at. tha says that not one of the objects un- 
earthed at Luxor is either! ‘‘partiewlarly beautiful or new.’’? His 
idea of the tomb is that it is a kind of deposit box where some 
king who came after Tut-Ankh-Amen gathered together objects 
from old tombs with the purpose of coneealing them from robber 
bands. ' 

Although these opinions must be discounted to some extent 
beeaus they do not come from the seene of operations in the Valley 
of Kings, they nevertheless constitute rather a heavy attack on the 
supposed splendor of the Luxor discoveries. 

Whether or not this Pharaoh was buried at Luxor, the dis 
coverers have been suceessful at least in breathing life into his 
name.—New York Herald,

Mist Protect Yuecas 


P WILL soon be Yueea blossom time and the thoughtless 
motorists will yank this stately flower from the hillside and 


place it on his car to wilt a few minutes later,—unless he 
heeds the warnings sent out by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California, 

In Los Angeles county there is a law prohibiting the cutting of 
Yueoa stalks. Et is pointed out that the huge Yueea soon wilts 
when picked and fades away. In a short space of time it is useless 
for decorative purposes. ‘This fact however has not deterred motor- 
ists from picking the flowers in the past, but now there is a long 
arm of the law which is going to reach out and do a little deterring 
on its own account. Every auto party which is found by Forestry 
officials in Los Angeles county carrying a Yueea bloom in the car 
will be arrested at onee, aecording to S. J. Flintham, of the For- 
try department. Other counties in Southern California are -eon- 
sidering ordinances making the picking of Yueea a misdemeanor. 

The Yueea is a very vital factor in making Southern California 
attractive to Eastern visitors and the co-operation of every resident 
of this part of the state is asked in preserving this flower in its 
native state and protecting one of the beauties of the West.—Corona 
Independent.

LL OF US have at one time or another eriticised the immi 
A grant who, after some few years’ stay in our country, gathers 

up his hoarded dollars and sails for his own country. It takes 

no trained economist to tell us what would happen if a large 
number followed the same procedure. Everything going out and 
nothing coming in never made anyone rich, 

Peculiar as it may seem, we, who from upon the tacties of sueh 
foreigners often fail to practice what we preach when it comes to 
our home communities. Citizens who are dependent upon a ecom- 
munity for their entire income will unthinkingly either bank or 
spend their home-earned money in some other community. It is not 
that such citizens are intentionally disloyal, it is merely that they 
do not see their case exactly parallels that of the foreigner who 
earns our money here but deposits or spends it elsewhere. 

Sometimes a single unfortunate happening in a community 
causes certain people to view everything local thereafter, with 
timidity. The stores may be as fine, their stocks as large, prices as 
reasonable, but still sueh unthinking citizens will go a longer dis- 
tance and pay more money and incidentally put their money in 
circulation where it will help neither themselves or their neighbors. 
Or when such citizens desire to save their money they will either 
withdraw it from cireulation altogether and keep it in an unsafe 
place at home where it will draw no interest or they will deposit it 
in an outside bank entirely overlooking the fact that the local bank, 
while perhaps not so large, is eapably managed, conservative and 
courteous and even has its deposits insured so that by no possible 
chanee could a single cent be lost. 

Fortunately Upland has not as many citizens of this type as 
have other communities, but all'of us should be loyal to our com- 
munity and should bank and spend as much of our money here as 
possibly ean. To do otherwise is to hurt the prosperi., of our 
town and to hamper not only our neighbors, but most important of
